'Fhe  sections  of  Hie  Hominion  Lands  Act  which 
which  govern  Homestead  Rights  are  piildished  in  tlie 
Eiutish  Coi.u.MiiiA  (iAZKTTK  of  this  day's  date. 

The  privilege  of  pre-empting  land  adjoining  land 
held  hy  J lomestead  Right  will,  however,  not  he  granted 
in  British  Columhia;  and  it  must  therefore  he  home 
in  mind  that  the  pre-emption  provisions  of  the  Do- 
minion l.ands  Act  will  not  he  made  ajijilicahle  to  the 
Dominion  Lands  in  British  Columhia. 

Due  notice  will  he  given  when  the  Dominion  Lands 
in  the  several  Districts  are  respectively  ojien  to  Home- 
stead Entry,  and  of  the  appointment  of  Local  Agents, 
before  whom  the  alhdavits  i>rescrihed  in  section  2!)  of 
the  Dominion  Lands  Act  ai’e  to  he  nufde.

“DOMINION  LANDS  ACT,  1883.” 
Homkstead  Rigiit.s. 

27.  Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  the  sole 
head  of  a family,  or  any  male  who  has  attained  the 
age  of  eighteen  yeai-s,  shall,  on  making  application  in 
the  form  A in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  he  entitled  to 
obtain  homestead  entry  for  any  quantity  of  land  not 
exceeding  one  quarter  section,  and  being  of  the  class 
of  land  open,  under  the  pr6 visions  of  this  Act,  to 
homestead  entry. 

2.  Such  person  shall  also,  in  connection  with  such 
homestead  entry,  he  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  ob- 
taining at  the  same  time,  hut  not  at  a later  date,  a 
pre-emption  entry  for  an  adjoining  unoccupied  quarter 
section,  or  part  of  a quarter  section,  of  land  of  the 
said  class. 

3.  The  entry  for  a homestead  and  for  its  attached 
pre-emption,  if  any,  shall  entitle  the  recipient  to  take 
occupy  and  cultivate  the  land  entered  for,  and  hold 
possession  of  the  same  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  and  to  bring  and  main- 
tain actions  for  tres2Jass  committed  on  the  said  land  ; 
the  title  to  the  land  shall  remain  in  the  Crown  until 
the  issue  of  the  jiatent  therefor,  and  the  said  land 
shall  not  he  liable  to  he  taken  in  execution  before  the 
issue  of  2>atent : 

4.  The  jjrivilege  of  homestead  and  pre-emption  entry 
shall  only  apply  to  surveyed  agricultural  lands  ; no 
person  shall  he  entitled  to  such  entry  for  land  valuable 
for  its  timber,  or  for  hay  land,  or  for  land  on  which 
there  is  a stone  or  marble  quarin  , or  coal  or  other 
mineral  having  commercial  value,  or  whereon  there  is 
any  water  jjower  which  may  serve  to  drive  machinery, 
or  for  land  which,  hy  reason  of  its  xiosition,  such  as 
being  the  shore  of  an  important  harbour,  bridge  site 
or  canal  site,  or  being  either  an  actual  or  pros^iective 
railway  terminus  or  station,  it  will  he  in  the  public 
interest  to  withhold  from  such  entry. 

23.  Whenever  the  survey  of  any  township  has  been 
finally  confirmed  and  such  township  opened  for  home- 
stead entry,  any  person  who  has  bona  fult  settled  and 
made  iinjirovements  before  such  confirmed  survey  on 
land  in  such  township,  shall  have  a jnior  right  to  ob- 
tain homestead  entry  for  the  laud  so  settled  on,  pro- 
vided such  right  he  exercised  within  three  months 
after  the  land  is  ojjen  for  settlement ; and  jirovided 
that  such  land  has  not  been  reserved  or  the  right  to 
homestead  entry  is  not  excepted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act.  No  homestead  entry  shall  he  granted  to

To  obtain  homestead  entry  it  shall  he  necessary 
tor  the  person  a))plying  therefor  to  appear  and  niaku 
alhdavit  before  the  Loeal  Agent  aeeonling  to  form  B, 
(.1,  D,  or  E,  in  the  sehediile  to  this  Aet,  as  the  eircuni- 
stanees  of  the  ease  require  : upon  tiling  such  atlidavit 
with  the  Loeal  Agent,  and  on  payment  to  him  of  an 
otliee  fee  of  ten  dollars,  such  iierson  shall  receive  a 
reeeiiit  from  the  laical  .\gent  aeeording  to  the  form  E 
ill  the  scheuule  to  tliis  Act;  and  such  recei]it  shall  ho 
a certilieate  of  entry,  and  shall  he  authority  to  the 
person  obtaining  it  to  go  into  possession  of  the  land 
described  in  it : 

2.  If  a jicrsoii  obtaining  homestead  entry  ap]ilies  for

5.  Persons  occuiiying  land  owned  by  them  may  ob- 
tain homestead  entry  for  any  contiguous  laml  o]ien  to 
the  same;  but  the  whole  extent  of  land,  including- 
that  pireviously  owned  and  occuxiied,  must  not  exceed 
one  quarter  section  : 

0.  A licrsoii  aiJjilying  for  sucli  entry  for  contiguous 
land  must,  when  making  the  atlidavit  jircseribed  for 
homestead  entry,  also  describe  therein  the  tract  he 
owns  and  lives  ujioii ; and  his  residence  uiion  and  cul- 
tivation of  the  whole  shall  thereafter  be  of  tho  kind 
and  for  the  term  required  by  the  provisions  of  thi.s 
Act  in  the  case  of  ordinary  homestxiad  entry,  before 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  patent  for  the  jiart  so  entered 
for  : Provided,  that  such  residence  and  cultivation 
may  be  upon  and  of  either  the  land  originally  occu- 
pied ])y  him,  or  that  for  which  homestead  entry  has 
been  obtained,  or  both. 

30.  In  case  a dis|)ute  arises  between  persons  claim- 
ing the  right  to  homestead  entry  for  the  same  land, 
the  Local  Agent,  or  any  jicrson  thereto  authorized  by 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  shall  make  investigation 
and  obtain  evidence  resi^ecting  the  facts,  and  his  re- 
port thereon,  together  with  the  evidence  taken,  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  for  decision, 
or  to  the  Dominion  Lands  Board,  Commissioner  of 
Dominion  Lands,  or  such  ijcrson  as  may  beajipointcd 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  to  consider  and  decide  in 
cases  of  such  disx^utes  : 

2.  Provided  that,  when  two  or  more  persons  have 
settled  upon  and  seek  to  obtain  homestead  entry  for
